Council Recommerds Cafe, 
Library Assembly Policy 


Sacramento State College's 
Student Council passed a recom- 
mendation that the library and 
cateteria remain open during as- 
semblies or rallies, except when 
they are held in the cafeteria 
When functions take place in the 
cafeteria the food service will be 
closed, if the administration fol- 
lows council's recommendation 

in an emotional discussion pre- 
ceding the voting, council mem- 
bers voiced varied opinions and 
several guests spoke on the sub- 
ject. 

“Assemblies are considered 
part of the college student's pro- 
gram,” said Homer Brown, chair- 
man of a committee appointed to 
probe the problem. Recommen- 
dations of the committee were 


-not followed by the council. 


“Tuesdays and Thursdays at 
10 a. m. have been set aside for 
assemblies and classes are not 
scheduled then,” continued 


Brown, in defense of the commit- 
tee’s report that the library and 
cafeteria facilities be closed 
when assemblies and rallies are 
held in buildings with seating 
capacity for all students 

Joe McElvaney, sophomore 
representative, in defense of clos- 
ing the cafeteria said, “You can 
always slip in a sandwich in 10 
minutes if that is your lunch 
hour.” 

Jim Morrow, ia favor of the 
council’s action said, “You say 
the assemblies are a scheduled 
class, yet 1 know for a fact that 
the library is open during other 
scheduled classes.” 

Zane Vorhes added, “I think 
the students’ freedom of choice is 
being infringed on if they can't 
go to the library.” 

Members of the Student Coun- 
cil agreed to sign a peace pact 
with the University of California

A team of eight 
freshmen took the six foot stone 
obe!ish (the first monument) 
away from the SSC campus and 
dumped it over Nimbus dam. ac- 
cording to a reliable source, 
thereby ending it's short and
